GOVERNOR STARTS WITH COAT OFF 


Takes Up Office Grind With Char­ 
acteristic Energy— Many Bills 


Are Introduced in Both 


•Houses of Assembly. 


Jefferson City, Mo., Jan . 9.— M is­ 


souri’s new adm inistration follow­ 


ing the inauguration yesterday of 


Governor Frederick I). Gardner got 


down to work today both in the 


executive and legislative blanches. 


Governor Gardner was at his desk 


in tile capitol this morning, with 


his coat off and jumped into a mass

grind with the introduction of th** 
first bills, sixty-five being offered 
during tile morning. 
The first wa 
presented by Rep­ 
resentative Durn.' and provided for 
calling a special election the last 
Tuesday in Ju n e to decide whether 
or not a constitutional convention 
should lie held in August. 
It is un­ 
derstood the bill has the support of 
the administration. 
One bill sought to repeal the ab­ 
sentee voters law-, another prohib­ 
ited the holding of perishable food 
in storage more 
than 
120 
days, 
while another provided for the es­ 
tablishment of a state text 
book 
commission for the purpose of the 
introduction of uniform text hooks 
in all public schools. 
Tw o bills ex 
Cliquing only telephone and tele­ 
graph workers, seek to limit wo­ 
men’s work to an eight-hour day, 
with 
a 
maximum 
of 
forty-eight 
hours a week. 
Increased tuitions, amounting to 
what is said to the practically half 
the cost of instruction, is proposed 
in a bill by Representative W h it­ 
aker, of H ickory county, for stu­ 
dents at the state university, while 
another provides that all live stock 
commission men shall be under the 
jurisdiction of the public service 
commission, w hich w ould have pow­ 
er 
to 
regulate 
commissions 
charged. 
Several bills affecting police af­ 
fairs ir{ Kansas City and one pro 
viding for a consolidation of Ja c k ­ 
son county and Kansas C ity were 
introduced, the latter proposal to 
be submitted to a vote of the peo- 
pleof city and county. 
Another bill provides for the re 
peal of the law 
prohibiting 
rail­ 
roads from owning stocks in other 
roads and another 
prohibits

killing of quail for five years.

Pierre Chandeysson 
Returned 
to 
St. Louis a Year Ago. 


St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 9.—Pierre 
<’bandeysson, president of an elec­ 
tric manufacturing company here, 
who returned to St. Louis a year 
ago from thj* 
French 
trenches, 
where he had been serving as a 
private soldier, today told how he 
was able to return to America. He 
was in France when the war began, 
and being a native of France, he 
was impressed into 
the 
French 
army. though he was a naturalized 
American citizen. 
“Some one blundered, or I would 
not be here,”

Chaiuleysson 
“ An order had been given that all 
soldiers he allowed six days’ home 
leave. 
After a year and a half, 
when -JI others in my company 
had had one or more homo leaves, 
I received a peremptory order from 
my commanding officer, who knew 
nothing of me personally, lo go 
home at once on leave. 
“The order was accompanied by 
a pass through the military lines. 
When I was on my way to the 
coast to sail for home I was fro 
quentlv questioned, but I always 
showed my order to go home and 
then produced my personal military 
service book showing that my homo 
was in St. Louis.

He is receiving, and has 
received 
since

began, 
some 200 letters 
a 
day from dis­ 
tracted parents, wives and sweet­ 
hearts of all 
the 
belligerent na­ 
tions, pleading 
that 
he 
use 
his 
good offices to learn whether their 
loved ones, about whom they have 
been unable to hear anything, are 
dead, wounded, sick or prisoners. 
frhe pope has found this one of 
the saddest phases of the war. Not­ 
withstanding the size of his daily 
mail, he reads all such letters him­ 
self. In the beginning of the w ar 
he attempted to investigate each 
personally, hut the task became so 
formidable that it 
was necessary 
to establish a separate department 
at the vatican, now in charge of 
Fr. Huismarn, under the pope’s di­ 
rection. His holiness, after reading 
one of the appeals, 
makes 
some 
notations 
on 
its 
envelope 
and 
sends it to the department of lost 
soldiers, which 
has 
its offices on 
the fourth floor 
of 
the vatican, 
near the papal secretary 
of state' 
Here are some thirty priests and 
civilians engaged in clerical wTork. 
The department 
has access to 
official records transmitted by th** 
Russian minister 
of 
war to the 
holy see at 
Lugano, Switzerland 
and has offices in Paris, Constan­ 
tinople. Vienna, Filching, Brussels 
and Pad* born, Westphalia, Germ;* 
ny, w ith several minor branches in 
other countries. 
The department lias become one 
of the most highly 
organized of 
any in the vatican. It writes sev 
oral hundred letters a day, and to 
date such letters have run nj * to 
:» total of more than 5,600,000. 
Af 
the department returns all money 
enclosed in letters of appeal, and 
as a person writing from England 
can not well inclose Italian stamps 
for international 
correspondence, 
the* stamp bill alone of the depart­ 
ment has been upward of $200,000. 
After making an official demand 
on the government of the country 
where the lost soldier is supposed 
to he, the department causes each 
new name to be posted up in the 
military prison camps, by the aid 
of a 
Catholic 
chaplain, 
always 
present, in the hope that some of 
the Uwt 
soldier’s 
comrades may 
see the name and offer sonic clew* 
that will lead to his location. Sev­ 
eral thousand of 
such 
lists have 
been printed. There are HO lists, 
each containing 200 names, for the 
Italian army alone, making thus a 
total of 22,000 lost Italian soldiers 
Aside from 
this, 
the department 
has copies of official army prison 
('r lists, arranged by nations, and 
it immediately searches these lists 
carefully for the name of the lost 
soldier. 
Despite the 
difficulties 
of 
the 
task, Hie department has thus far 
been able to find more than 10,000 
lost soldiers, and tin* pope has re­ 
ceived a 
treasured 
collection of 
letters of 
thanks 
from families, 
often from little children, who ad­ 
dn ss him 
as 
“ Mister.” or who 
give him the ti Ie names of popes 
dead many hundreds of years. 
The correspondent 
of the Asso­ 
ciated Press on a visit to the de­ 
partment saw* a bundle of letters 
that had just 
been 
sent 
by the 
pope, possibly 75 in number, and on 
the envelope of each one, in his 
own handwriting, was written di­ 
rections 
concerning 
its 
disposi­ 
tion. Among the heap was a let­ 
ter from his sister, the Countess 
Persico della Chiesa, of Genoa, the 
pope’s home city, 
asking 
that a 
search be made for a certain sol­ 
dier of Genoa. “The countess b o p 
attention 
again,” 
the 
pope 
had 
written on the letter. Another on*' 
of the letters was one 
of thanks 
from a French family, whose son, 
Jean Laforgue, had been for two 
years in the orient without being 
able to send news to 
his family 
of himself, but the pope had been 
able to discover this lost son at 
Sa in sa rn, in distant Turkey. 
Another letter was one of thanks 
from Count Hugo de Rochefort, a 
lieutenant in the aeronautic corps, 
who during the 
Somme offensive 
fell into the 
German 
lines. 
Bv 
telegraphing to Nuncio at Munich, 
Bavaria, the departm ent has been 
able to learn that the young man 
died in the hospital 
of Vrieland 
and had been buried in tile ceme­ 
tery attached to the hospital. 
“ It 
was at least a consolation for the 
family to know* the burial place, 
said Fr. Huisman.
